MINDING MANNERS 


When you begin teaching your 
baby how to eat, don't fret about 
his manners. Manners are the fin­ 
ishing touch that you can buff on 
at a later date. For the time being 
it IS enough that he learns how to 
eat at all. How to substitute uten­ 
sils for fingers in manipulating his 
food from dish to mouth. 
How to 
get more food into his mouth where 
it will do some good; and It'ss food 
on his face, bib, table cover, and the 
floor, where it is simply a struggle 
and a strain on you. 
How to ask 
for food instead of gra’obing from 
other children’s plates. And how' to 
attend to the business of eating 
■without dawdling, and be reasonably 
social besides. By the time he has 
these fundamentals well in hand, 
your baby will have a pretty fair 
groundwork in good manners. 
Almost from the start, if he is 
given the opportunity, your baby will 
show a remarkable aoility to help 
himself and improve his skill at 
eating. In the beginning he w'ill not 
know how to eat at all, but must be 
taught to suck and swallow. How­ 
ever, as early as five or six months, 


food is apt to he .smeared on his face 
during this experijnent than will 
ever get inside his mouth. 
By the time baby i.s ready for 
junior foods, you will have an op­ 
portunity to lay the real foundations 
of his eating habits. For these foods, 
which are cliopped and prepared 
recipe dishes, designed for older 
Oahies with teeth enough to do a 
little honest chewing, more nearly 
approximate the kind of eating he 
will l)e doing from now on, and lend 
themselves to grown-up tools. 
It is important, if you would teach 
your child early to eat with skill, 
that you provide comfortable, con­ 
venient eating equipment. When he 
begins toddling around on his own 
toes, baby’s high chair days should 
Ijc done. He .should then be gradu­ 
ated to a small sized low table and 
a comfortable little chair of proper 
height, so his elbows will be at table 
level. 
The china should be inex- 
pen.sive and sturdy enough to stand 
rough handling, too. AU the di.shes 
should be sensibly shaped to hold 
the kinds of foods a baby eats, and 
suited to the size and shape of his 
hands and mouth and eyes. 
Here are some sugge*tions; 
A 
medium-sized shallow ioup plate 
with a wide flange is eKcelient for 
cereals and soups and stews, such 
as lamb and liver stew with milk 
and cereals—chicken farina vege­ 
table p>orridge with milk, wheat 
germ, and yeast—and crttmed to­ 
mato and rice with vegetables and 
whey powder. A dessert dish, flared 
at the top, solid at the base, and 
fairly shallow is also desirable for
